BEIRUT, Lebano n (UPI) — A U.S. warplane crash­ 
ed in the mo untains 10 miles east o f Beirut to day , po s­ 
sibly a v ictim o f rebel sniper fire. Ano ther U.S. Marine 
plane, a transpo rt carry ing U.S. Marine reinfo rcements 
fro m Camp Lejuene, N.C., landed with two sniper bul­ 
let ho les thro ugh it.

Fire damaged a garage build­ 
ing and destroy ed a car in an 
alley between East Palm er and 
East Franklin Sts., Morrisville, 
last night. 
The garage, w'hich was built to 
accommodate five or six cars, 
is located in the rear of the 
property of Mrs. Edna Curtin, 28 
East Palm er St. 
Most of the damage was con­ 
fined to one section of the garage.

The U.S. Embassy reported the 
crash of the U.S. plane, and a 
tax i driver raced into B e i r ut 
with a report it had been brought 
down by rebel rifle fire. Officials 
said they doubted the report be­ 
cause the crash occurred 
w e l l 
within government-held territory , 
In downtown Beirut, a contin­ 
gent of rebels invaded the Amer­ 
ican Presby terian Mission School 
and opened a rifle and grenade 
assault on the government head­ 
quarters across the street. 
The 
rebels, 
relatively 
quiet 
since the Marines started landing 
Tuesday , suddenly increased their 
activity as the United States fer­ 
ried in an additional 2,000 soldiers 
from the NATO base at Turkey 
today . 
The reinforcements brought to 
nearly 9,000 the number of U.S. 
troops in this tiny Middle E a s t 
state. It equaled the size of the 
whole Lebanese army . 
There was no immediate identi­ 
fication of the ty pe of aircraft 
that crashed in the mountains, 
nor word on casualties. U.S. Ma­ 
rines rushed from their coastal 
position to the scene. 
The other plane, hit while ap­ 
proaching Beirut airport, was an 
R5D. 
As it was roaring in for a land­ 
ing at Beirut's International Air­ 
port, a rebel sniper operating on 
the edge of the landing strip 
fired and hit the plane twice. One 


bullet missed the fuel tank of 
number four outboard engine by 
inches. The other zipped through 
the -fuselage close to the naviga­ 
tor. 
A Marine Corps spokesman said 
a direct hit on the fuel tank might

It equaled the size of the 
whole Lebanese army. 
There was no immediate identi­ 
fication of the type of aircraft 
that crashed in the mountains, 
nor word on casualties. U.S. Ma­ 
rines rushed from their coastal 
position to the scene. 
The other plane, hit while ap­ 
proaching Beirut airport, was an 
R5D.
